L ondon—F inding change for telephone calls is 
one of the minor vexations of life in England. 
Public telephones take four pennies krthe slot 
for local calls. If you get your number, you press 
button A and the pennies drop down inside. If there. 
is no answer, you press button B and the coins come 
crashing back down a chute. 

Pennies are big. heavy coins, and a person who 
wants to make sex’cral calls from a public telephone 
needs a wheelbarrow for his pennies. 

Confectioners and newsstands at railway 
stations and Underground stations never have 
enough pennies. I haven’t the nerve to ask them 
for change without buying anvihing. Such rec^uests 
> are usually ignored. ^ I give th^ girl behind the 
stand sixpence for a package of mints costing two¬ 
pence. hoping to get four fx^nnies hack. 

It doesn’t work. The girl behind the counter 
gives me just one penny and one of tho.se thick, 
hexagonal threepenny bits, which do not fit in. 
telephone boxes. 

So I buy a newspaper. The transaction yields 
me three more pennies, which add up to w'hat I 
need. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Now there Is another telephone call to make. 

I go to one .stand and buy another package of mi^s; 
further along I buy another newspaper. 

By the time f have made the thiM call, my 
pockets are bulging with unwanted things and I 
am carrying a heavy wad of newspapers and 
magazines. 

The signs on the ticket booths of the Under¬ 
ground railway warn people not to ask for change 
for the telephone. But they can’t stop you riding 
the Underground. 

So I buy a ticket for another station, near to 
a place where I * am going, and receive almost 
enough pennies in change to make my last telephone 
call. 

* ♦ ♦ 

I only have to buy one more newspaper to make 
up fourpence, when I get there. 

However, the minor annoyance of scratching 
for change is easier to bear when I reflect how 
cheap a telephone call is. Fourpence comes to less 
than five cents. 

Britain’s po.st office runs both telephones and 
telegraphs. You can send a wire by dropping money 
In ^he slot of a public telephone. That’s cheap, too. 

I have .sent several messages for the equivalent of 
atxHit 40 cents. 

Public telephone boxes are often i^bby and 
evil-smelling, and telephones are some|imes out of 
order. But the post office telephone system is 
reasonably cheap and efficient. Critics of state- 
^wnad ente*^rise won’t like that, but it’s true._

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The Highway Death Rate 






S tatistics covering automobile 
fatalities this year and especially 
during the past tuo months tend to 
support opinion that raising the speed 
limit to fiO miles an hout on many 
sections of British Columbia’s high¬ 
ways has made the highways gen¬ 
erally 0101*0 dangerous. Even after 
making allowance for the possibility 
of coincidence in the fact that the 
death rate rose appallingly after the 
application of the new .speed limit, the 
conclusion invites it.self that permit¬ 
ting higher speed has substantially 
lov^ered the safety factor. 

It does not necessarily follow from 
this that the 60-mile limit it.self is to 
blame for this summer’s shocking 
recoiri of violent death on the high¬ 
ways. Highways Minister (laglardi 
has been quick to defend the 60-mile 
limit as safe on those se< tions of ex¬ 
cellent highway to which it applies, 
and there is a strong body of exper¬ 
ienced opinion to support him in that 
contention. What the figures for the 
past two or three months do appear 
to establish is a lesson in driving 
psychology. 

That is the danger against which 
this paper warned at the time when 
the minister disclosed his policy of 
raising the restriction on highways 
deemed safe for the higher speed. It 
is well known that among motorists 
there is a high proportion of persons 
of all ages who habitually drive at a 
few miles or a good many miles faster 


than whatever the legal limit may he. 
on city streets as well as on the high- 
\iays. 

WTien the limit was .V) mph these 
people may have driven at 61) or 
more, which could have lieen i-elative- 
ly safe so longt/a» they and their cars 
were in good shape. With the limit 
raised to 6r#. their reaction is to drive 
at 70 or 80. which takes them into a 
speed range of great hazard to them¬ 
selves and other users of the high¬ 
ways. .Moreover in some periple 
attainment of a speed beyond 60 miles 
an hour produces an ungovernable 
urge to drive faster and faster, until 
the crash comes. Reconst met ion of 
the circumstances heading up to some 
of the worst highway smashes usually 
reveals loss of control at excessive 
spe<*d as the ultimate cause. 

The argument is leneatedly raised 
that such people will drive at danger¬ 
ous speeds no matter what the legal 
limit may be; and up until recentiv it 
appeared to have some validity, 
though not perhaps as much as its 
proponents claimed for it. That ai*gu- 
ment, however, becomes less convinc¬ 
ing m the light of cunent statistics. 
The minister of highways and the 
attorney-general have called .separate 
investigations of the causes of the 
steep rise in the highway death rate, 
and one of the answers they will have 
to M»ek is whether or not the psycho¬ 
logical effect of boosting the .speed 
limit Is to blame. 


Protocol and Mr. Khrushchev 


P RESIDENT EISENHOWER has 
intervened to prevent protocol 
seeming to belittle the status of Pre¬ 
mier Khmshchev on his arrival in 
Washington next month. He will go 
himself to the aiiport to receive the 
Soviet premier, even though the 
latter is not officially the head of the 
Russian state. Mr. Eisenhower de¬ 
cided that as chairman of the Soviet 
^council of ministers Mr. Khrushchev 
can he con.strued as being diplomati¬ 
cally what he is in reality—the top 
man of the Soviet regime. 

Since the idea of the Eisenhower- 
Khnifthdwv talkn Wi to find some 
ground of amiability between their 
respretive nations the pi*esident is 
taking the right step. It would not 
have aided the success of the ♦alks if 
the Soviet premier had hern forced 
by etiquette to appear of second 
ranking. The gesture is purely dis¬ 
passionate in any case, and does not 
imply that Mr. Khmshchev will he 
garlanded with roses. Rut he will be 
treated with the format respect his 
de facto position warrants. 


Diplomatic niceties nre part of 
the international scene, although for¬ 
malities go i>v the boa id more f>*e- 
quently nowada>s than they ever did 
before. The Nixon-Khmshchev tele¬ 
vision 'jpat in Moscow was one abrupt 
departure from custom. So perhaps 
were the views expressed bv* Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker in V’ancouver 
last weekend. The Soviet premier 
could not come to Canada on his 
North American visit but the prime 
minister outlined what he would have 
told him had he called at Ottawa. One 
does not re(*all a similar "if” conver¬ 
sation before. 

Probably Mr. Diefenbaker took 
this means of advising Mr. Khmsh¬ 
chev of the Canadian viewpoint, how¬ 
ever. lai king the opportunity to tell 
him in person. His words would go 
back to the Kremlin, so that when 
the Soviet premier visits this contin¬ 
ent he will he aware that ('anada. as 
with the rest of the VV’estern alliance, 
is concerned equally with President 
F'isenhowei on presenting the basic 
issues from which the VVe.st will not 
recede.

Bluebottle was the wedding pres¬ 
ent of the yacht clubs of England to 
Her Majesty and His Royal Highness. 
She has held an important place in 
the lives of the male side of the Royal 
Family, and has been raced on 
numerous occasions hy the Duke 
when opportunity allowH. An expert 
ama 11-boat sailor himself, Prince 


Philip saw fo it that the upbringing 
of Prince Charles included an early 
introduction to the skills and pleasure 
of yachting, and it was in Bluebottle 
that the hoy-F*rince was taught the 
fundamentals of sailing by his father. 

This is Bluebottle’s second visit to 
(’anada. but her first to the Pacific 
Coast, transportation difficulties on 
the p?*evious occa.sion having pre¬ 
vented the yacht from being taken 
beyond the (ireat Lakes. Victoria as 
a seaport where yacht racing dates 
back to the early days of settlement 
is happy to welcome Bluebottle and 
her sailing master. Surgeon Lieut. 
Ross (’oles. who will skipper her in 
all races here. It is pleasing also that 
the event has acquired international 
significance through the entrv- of 
several United States Dragons into 
the i*acing program along with the 
Royal N’ictoria and Royal Vancouver 
Dragon fleets.

to an equivalent of^he house of Com¬ 
mons and slug it out i^ith the Opposi- 
lion in broad and ofted painful day¬ 
light. The main link between the 
White Hoinse and the American 
peeipfe is the press and ahenit once a 
week the president meets something 
like 4(M» newspaper reporters of both 
.sexes. This is fine for the press hut 
had for the American people w ho. in 
their only relationship with the White 
House, haxe to rely on people ped¬ 
dling questions of often only lo<'aI in- 
teiest and. as in Eisenhower s case, 
receiving the replies of a man xxho i.s 
largely and often completely inarticu¬ 
late.

VANCOUVER (CP» — An 
e.vewitnesa Tqesday said that 
screame of help were heard 
after a Britlslv Columbia fam¬ 
ily was hit by a landslide that 
followed the Montana earth- 
qwako Aug. 17. 

Henry F. Bennett. 41. of 
Cottonwood. Ariz., said in a 
telephone interview the lamlly 
of Sydney D. A. Ballard of 
Nelson waa asleep in a con¬ 
verted panel truck when the 
slide hit them in Yellowstone 
National Park. 

"My wife could hear them 
screaming inside the car. She 
thought they were saying 
•Please get help!’ but she can’t 
remember for sure now. 

"Their voices weren’t very 
loud. I guess they were hurt 
had. 

I ‘Then there wasn t a sound. 


A little while after that the 
car wasn't even there. 

"They ve gone, there's no 
doubt.” 

Bennett, hia wife Marcille 
and daughter Jeanette. 14, 
were camped 150 feet down¬ 
stream from Ballard, a driving 
instructor, his wife and 
cclppled son. Christopher. 9. 

The American Red Cross 
Bays the Ballard family la 
missing and presumed dead, 
among a total of 51 missing. 

"The slide came right down 
through their area. It mu.st 
have rolled right over them,” 
said Bennett. 

“My wife waded out to the 
I Ballard I car through the 
water and tried to open the 
doors. 

"They were jammed. The 
sides were smashed In. Everv*- 
thing was smashed. She couid 


hear them screaming inside 
but it was dark and she could 
not see anything. The water 
was li.sing. 

"Later there wasn't a sound. 
The car’s under 100 feet of 
water now.”

In Victoria last year featured white 
freesias as the floral motif, with the 
florists bringing in great quantities 
of these lovely blooms from mainland 
growers for the occasion. I think 
everyone who attended these cere 
monies was impressed by the grace 
and charm of these dainty bulb 
flowers, together with their delicate 
fragrance. 

Freesias are not at all difficult to 
grow here, if you can give them Ju.st 
a little protection from the weather 
during their midwinter flowering 
period. A small unheated greenhou.se. 
a cold frame, cloches or even a sun 
porch will do the trick. No heat is 
required at alt. just enough protec¬ 
tion to keep the fragile blooms from 
being beaten into the mud by the 
winter rain.

The bulbs are not too expensive, 
running around W cents a dozen in 
mixture Named varieties are avail¬ 
able which cost a bit more, running 
up to $1.60 a dozen for White Giant, 
the largest w'hite freesia. and $1.15 a 
dozen for Rynveld’s Golden Yellow', 
a long-stemmed yellow and orange 


flower which received the coveted 
award of merit from the Royal Horti¬ 
cultural Society a few year.s ago 

The bulbs should he potted up be¬ 
fore the middle of 5?eptemher. I like 
to use six-inch pots for these, with 
from six to eight of the little bulbs 
In each pot. Drainage is most im¬ 
portant with these plants, so the bot¬ 
tom of the pot should be covered with 
a one-inch layer of course gravel or 
bits of broken flower pot. 

For a potting mixture 1 use two 
parts good fibrous loam soil, one part 
peat moss, one part either coarse .sand 
or vermiculite and half a part bone 
meal. This year I am trying Perlite 
in place of vermiculite. as the man 
who sold It to me in.sists it is better, 
and I ll report on it in due course.

Pack the mixtui'e in the pots 
moderately firm and set the bulbs in 
with the tips a scant half-inch below 
the surface. Remember to finish up 
half an inch below the rim of the pot 
for convenience in watering. 

To cut down on the chore of fre¬ 
quent watering. I sink my free.sla pots 
up to their rims in a shady part of the 
garden, covering the tops with an 
inch or two of peat moss.

Injured Worker Sends $5 in Letter 


She remembers “vividly" the 
summer day in 1958 when she 
spotted a woman waist deep 
in the lake off the bathing 
beach. 

“She was obviously looking 
for something." said .Mrs. 
Baynes. “I went in and got 
this little girl. On shore I be¬ 
gan to give her artificial 


respiration, the kind you pull 
tip the arms. 1 don't know' 
what It's called. 

"AM the time, the woman 
was pulling at my arm and 
pointing to the lake. Finally 
T realized there was someone 
else in the water. 

•*I fou'nd the second little 
girl. They were twins. Just 


about ready to. go to .school. 

"When I got her a.shoie. T 
didn't know’ which girl to work 
on first. Finally 1 dc<*ided it 
should be the one who had 
been in the water longest. 

"When I revived her. I turned 
to the other one. I thought 
she was dead. 

“1 turned her o\er and de¬ 


cided to try the mouth to- 
mouth meth^ of respiration. 
Id never ti led It before so 
help me. I think I read about 
it in some comic book. 

"[somehow I managed It and 
after a while the girl came 
round." 

The girl.s’ mother, who wa.s 
unable to speak English, by 
this time was “hysterical." 
a<*rording to Mrs. Baynes She 
took mother and girls to her 
home and gave them hot 
drinks. 

Mr. Donoveski Uter came to 
thank her and Mrs. Ba\neK 
recalled. “We agreed that I 
rescued his daughters to save 


their lives and not for public¬ 
ity. That's why nothing ap- 
pcai-ed in the newspapers at 
the time.” 

Another near-drowning which 
hadn't previously come to light 
was disi’losed in a Colonist 
story on Aug. 14. w'hen a letter 
signed “Billy." containing 15, 
was .sent to the newspaper. 

The letter said: “Mrs. Baynes 
lifesaved me at Langford Lake 
two yeais ago. This is iny 
allowance.
